The Trunk Sewer Contract. 

To Tm; Editor of The Citizen': 

Sir :—The town of Bloomfield would 
perhaps be in a better position to suc¬ 
cessfully opposed the undesirable sewer¬ 
age projects of Other towns if it had de¬ 
finitely settled its own sewerage disposal 
problem. It seems to be taken for 
granted that this town is* a party to the 
Passaic river valley sewer contract. 
That is not the case. There has been 
much official talk about signing that con¬ 
tract on the part of the town, but it has 
never been done,- and cannot be done 
nqw without the consent of the signers 
to the original compact. 

As long as the town’s own sewerage 
disposal problem is a matter of future 
uncertainty there is an element of risk 
in fighting other municipalities that are 
in the same situation. 

Through the medium of the union out¬ 
let sewer contract, the city of Orange 
has a hol4 on this town in the mutter 
of sewerage facilities, and Bloomfield’s 
right to withdraw from that tompact^has 
not been settled. 

If the way is clear for the toibji of¬ 
ficials to sign the Passaic yalley con¬ 
tract, and it is beyond question the proper 
course to take, then let the contract be 
signed and new allies secured in the 
fight against the Montclair-East Orange 
project. Interested.

ODD MAttKlAGE LAWS. 


Lovurs In Some Lands Meet Many Bar 
riers to Matrimony. 

In Norway no clergyman may per¬ 
forin a marriage ceremony unless both 
parties prove that they have been vac 
cina^ed or have had smallpox. In the 
same country a guardian may retain 
his ward's goods and chattels if she 
should marry without his consent. Mar¬ 
riages between one of orthodox faith 
and a non-Christian are forbidden. 

Parental cousent is necessary to mar¬ 
riage in Russia, and if the prospective 
bridegroom has insulted his parents or 
grandparents or the bride’s parents or 
grandparents their pardon must be ob¬ 
tained to make the marriage legal. 

This rule of obtaining parental con¬ 
sent when the parties are minors ob¬ 
tains in nearly every country, and in 
some of them the consent of grand¬ 
parents is uecessary. j Dj lvu i w does tn 
dissolve the. matrimoiilal bend iq> most 
Latin countries. 

Marriage laws sanctioned I|y the 
Byzantine emperors are still in force 
In Greece There are man y conditions 
that prohibit marriage there. 

Practically any reason that would 
Justify the belief that the marriage 
would be unhappy, fuch as riotous or 
immoral conduct on the part of one of 
the applicants for q license, is a bar 
to marriage in Peru, where marked 
disparity in class and social condition 
is recognized as an impediment. 

Proved immorality and lack of suffi¬ 
cient means to support a wife serve as 
a bar in Austria. While a marriage be¬ 
tween a Christian and a nou-Christian 
is illegal in Austria, a change of faith 
after marriage in snob cases does not 
validate the vuio$. — San Francisco 
Bulletin.
